Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Ilaslam  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1948. 

In  July  the  new  National  Health  Servaee  Aet  eame  into  opera- 
tion and  some  of  the  duties  earried  out  by  sanitary  authorities  passed 
to  the  newly-formed  “ loeal  health  authorities,”  in  the  ease  of  this 
area  the  L.H.A.  being  the  Derbyshire  County  Couneil.  It  was 
hoped  by  the  Distriets  that  eertain  powers  would  be  delegated  to 
them  either  individually  or  in  eombination  with  a number  of 
distriets,  as  had  been  done  by  the  Laneashire  and  Cheshire  County 
Couneils,  but  all  the  powers  have  been  retained  and  all  duties  are 
direeted  from  Derby. 

There  is  little  that  ealls  for  eomment  in  the  vital  statisties 
save  that  one  would  wish  that  the  infantile  mortality  rate  would 
show  some  signs  of  deereasing.

Diphtheria. 

For  the  first  year  since  I have  taken  office  there  have  been  no 
cases  of  diphtheria  notified.  This  is  a landmark  in  the  history 
of  the  disease,  and  it  does  seem  that  the  efforts  of  the  past  years 
in  getting  parents  to  consent  to  the  immunisation  of  their  children 
is  at  last  bearing  fruit. 


Measles  showed  a big  decrease,  24  cases  were  notified  as 
compared  with  212  in  the  previous  year.  There  was  no  appreciable 
difference  in  the  notification  of  whooping  cough,  13  cases  being 
notified  compared  with  10  in  1947. 


HOUSING. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  Sanitaiy  Inspector’s  report  that  104 
new  houses  have  been  erected  in  the  area  during  the  year.  While 
this  in  itself  is  satisfactory,  the  general  housing  position  is  not. 
I estimate  that  400  houses  in  the  Urban  area  will  come  within 
the  demolition  category  and  double  that  number  will  require 
major  works  of  repair  and  alteration  to  bring  them  up  to  the 
necessary  standard. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  drawn  attention  to  the  difficulties 
in  getting  repairs  completed,  so  the  Council  will  appreciate  that 
the  housing  problem  is  far  from  being  solved  in  the  Urban  district.

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NATIONy\L  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

This  Act,  which  came  into  force,  sees  the  final  break  up  of 
the  existing  poor  law. 

The  provisions  of  the  Aet  whieh  eoneerns  this  Couneil  most 
are  eontained  in  Seetions  47  and  48. 

In  Cireular  87/48  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  guidanee 
is  given  to  local  authorities  on  their  duties  under  the  Aet,  and 
below  are  paragraphs  82-84  inelusive,  whieh  deal  with  removal 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

“ 82.  Tlie  powers  w’hich  a number  of  loeal  authorities  at  present 
possess  under  loeal  Acts  to  remove  eertain  persons  from  insanitary 
eonditions  are  now  replaced  by  powers  conferred  by  Seetion  47 
on  the  councils  of  all  county  boroughs  and  county  districts,  and 
in  London  on  all  sanitary  authorities. 

In  the  ease  of  persons  who 

“ fa)  are  suffering  from  grave  ehronie  disease,  or,  being  aged, 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions,  and 

“ (b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  reeeiv- 
ing  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention. 


“ the  authority  may,  on  the  written  eertificate  of  their  medical 
officer  of  health,  apply  to  the  court  of  summary  jurisdiction  for 
an  order  for  a person’s  removal  to  and  detention  in  a suitable 
hospital  or  other  plaee  (e.g.,  residential  aecommodation  provided 
under  the  Aet). 

“ 83.  Sueh  a eertifieate  can  be  given  by  the  medical  officer  of 
health  only  after  thorough  inquiry  and  consideration,  not  only 
of  the  interests  of  the  person  concerned,  but  also  of  the  risk  of 
injury  to  the  health  of,  or  serious  nuisanee  to,  other  persons. 

“ Application  to  the  court  must  be  made  by  the  loeal  authority 
and  not  by  the  medieal  officer  of  health. 

“ 84.  An  order  may  be  made  for  the  person’s  detention  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  three  months  in  the  first  instance,  but  this 
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period  may  by  order  from  time  to  time  be  extended  by  a further 
period  not  exeeeding  three  months. 

“ Provision  is  made  empowering  the  eourt  to  revoke  an  order  on 
applieation  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  person  eoneerned  at  any 
time  after  the  expiration  of  six  elear  weeks  from  the  making  of 
the  order. 


It  is  to  be  noted  in  paragraph  83  that  not  only  are  the  interests 
of  the  persons  eoneerned  to  be  taken  into  consideration  but  the 
effect  of  their  presence  on  other  persons. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  this  Act  in  the  Urban  District 
during  the  six  months  it  has  been  in  operation.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report,  giving 
details  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Depaitment  carried  out  during  the 
year  1948.  As  such  it  is  complementary  to  the  report  of  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  which  presents  the  working  of  the  Depart- 
ment as  a whole. 

The  year  1948  has  been  my  first  full  year  of  office  as  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

I have  included  general  remarks  within  the  various  sections  and 
during  the  year  the  maximum  possible  time  has  been  given  to  the 
remedying  of  defects  and  nuisances,  particularly  in  connection  with 
housing  accommodation. 

Great  difficulty  is  still  experienced  in  getting  repaired  urgent 
housing  defects,  shortage  of  labour  and  materials  and  the  high  cost 
of  repairs  coupled  with  low  rents  are  all  contributing  to  the  very 
neglected  condition  of  a large  number  of  properties  in  the  area. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  kind  assistance 
given  at  all  times  by  members  of  the  Council  and  the  officials  in 
other  departments.

The  relevant  sections  of  Part  i of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1958,  demand  the  provision  of  premises  capable  of  being  main- 
tained at  a high  standard  of  cleanliness,  and  more  important  the 
maintenance  of  a high  standard  of  personal  hygiene  by  food 
handlers. 


Routine  inspection  of  food  shops,  preparing  rooms,  bakehouses 
and  cafes  has  to  a large  extent  secured  the  necessary  improvements 
and  there  is  a general  awareness  both  by  employees  and  employers 
of  what  is  required,  it  is  expected  that  a high  standard  will  be 
maintained. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  have  been  reported  during  the 

year. 

Statutory  sampling  is  carried  out  by  officers  of  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council. 

The  following  information  has  been  kindly  supplied  by  the 
County  Analyst,  Mr.  R.  W.  Sutton,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.C.S.:  — 

During  the  year  1948,  53  samples  were  taken  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts  in  the  Clay  Cross  Urban  District  area,  16  of 
these  being  milk. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  a vendor  in  respect  of  a sample 
of  Milk  containing  added  water.  The  case  was  dismisesd  under 
the  Probation  of  Offenders  Act  on  payment  of  £4  8s.  od.  costs. 
One  other  sample  of  milk  contained  a small  amount  of  added 
water  and  the  vendor  was  cautioned. 

An  informal  sample  of  Sulphur  Ointment  was  deficient  in 
Sulphur.  A formal  sample  taken  later  was  proved  to  be  genuine. 

A formal  and  an  informal  sample  of  Iodised  Salt  were  found 
to  be  seriously  deficient  in  iodine.  Representations  were  made 
to  the  manufacturers  concerned. 

All  the  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory. 
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Ice  Cream. 

During  the  year  the  following  premises  were  registered  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Aet,  1938;  — 

Premises  used  for  the  sale  of  iee  eream  - - 4 

(in  eaeh  ease  the  lieenee  was  issued  for  the 
sale  of  pre-paeked  iee  eream  only). 


The  two  premises  registered  for  the  manufaeture  of  iee  eream, 
using  the  “ Hot  Mix  ” method  of  preparation,  are  now  eompletely 
equipped  with  ingdern  maeliinery  and  are  models  of  eleanliness; 
in  one  ease  the  whole  of  the  walls  of  premises  where  iee  eream  is 
prepared  are  tiled  from  floor  to  eeiling  and  are  washed  down 
regularly;  in  the  other  ease  the  whole  of  the  walls  are  painted  and 
are  kept  washed  down. 

Sellers  of  ice  cream,  other  than  manufacturers,  are  in  the  main 
confectioners  selling  pre-packed  ice  cream  from  conservators. 


Milk  Supply. 

'Pile  control  of  clean  milk  production  under  existing  legislation 
has  been  continued,  the  transfer  of  functions  of  Local  Authorities 
in  this  connection  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
has  not  been  possible  during  1948. 

The  register  of  dairymen  has  had  one  change  and  one  addition 
during  the  year  and  the  number  of  dairymen  producing  milk  is 
now  35,  of  these  one  is  Tuberculin  Tested  and  three  accredited.

Duties  in  connection  with  the  storage  of  petroleum  and 
carbide  of  calcijam  are  carried  out  under  the  above  acts,  inspections 
are  made  for  the  observance  of  conditions  of  licence.

BUG  INFESTATION. 

During  the  year  23  houses  were  dealt  with,  each  house 
receives  attention  four  or  five  times  and  spraying  together  with 
the  use  of  gammexane  smoke  generators  is  the  method  used  for 
eradication,  in  each  case  the  premises  have  been  thoroughly  cleared. 

There  are  no  cases  of  reinfestation  during  the  year. 


BEETLE  INFESTATION. 

A large  number  of  houses  are  infested  with  beetles  and 
cockroaches,  and  where  tenants  of  houses  make  application  powder 
is  supplied,  in  most  cases  the  powder  issued  gives  very  satisfactory 
results.

Work  on  rodent  control  at  Gouncil  properties  has  continued, 
a test  baiting  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out,  10%  of  the  manholes 
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being  baited;  in  caeh  ease  there  was  no  take  and  the  sewers  are 
considered  to  be  clear  of  infestation.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICES. 


The  public  cleansing  services  carried  out  by  the  department 
have  been  maintained  at  the  highest  possible  level  of  efficiency, 
we  have  been  very  fortunate  in  the  fact  that  there  has  been  no 
heavy  fall  of  snow  to  interrupt  the  serviee  and  normal  duties  have 
been  carried  out  without  any  dislocation. 


The  Karrier  vehicle  used  for  refuse  eolleetion  has  given  good 
service  ,and  there  has  been  no  major  breakdown;  the  old  Morris 
lorry  has  completed  its  life  of  usefulness  and  w'ill  be  replaced  w'ith 
a new  Karrier  vehicle  at  an  early  date. 


A w'ceklv  collection  of  household  refuse  has  been  maintained 
and  the  emptying  of  ashpits  has  been  carried  out  w'ith  regularity. 

The  introduction  of  a five-day  44-hour  week  has  not  affected 
the  regular  w'cekly  collection  of  house  refuse  and  the  new  system 
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to  be  adopted  for  holidays  will  avoid  a large  amount  of  labour 
trouble. 

The  provision  of  a tank  and  lift  and  foree  pump  for  the 
emptying  of  eesspools  has  helped  to  overeome  the  diffieulty  of 
giving  eesspools  regular  attention,  although  the  serviee  has  been 
far  from  perfeet  it  is  hoped  that  a more  regular  and  efheient  system 
of  eesspool  emptying  will  be  earried  out  during  the  eoming  year. 


Street  eleansing  has  been  earried  out  with  regularity  and 
effieieney  during  the  year.  The  introduetion  of  a new  and  more 
effieient  system  requires  eonsideration  and  it  is  hoped  a new 
method  will  be  devised,  eost  permitting,  during  the  coming  year. 


REFUSE  TIPS. 

Refuse  disposal  by  controlled  tipping  has  been  carried  out 
at  the  Chesterfield  Road  Tip.  The  estimated  amount  of  refuse 
disposed  of,  calculated  from  check  w’cighing,  is  4,950  tons. 

The  tip  has  been  covered  with  soil  from  the  Holmgate  housing 
site  and  now  presents  a reasonably  clean  and  tidy  appearance  from 
the  main  road;  it  is  hoped  that  the  top  wlil  be  grassed  over  and 
a new  hedge  planted  during  the  coming  year. 

Cricket  infestation  has  not  been  marked.  Dressings  of 
insecticide  containing  D.D.T.  have  been  applied  at  intervals 
during  the  spring  and  summer  months.

EQUIPMENT  AND  GARAGE  AGGOMMODATION. 

The  equipment  for  the  lorries  is  very  limited  and  requires 
some  building  up,  this  ean  be  done  gradually;  the  pressure  greaser 
purehased  during  the  year  has  proved  itself  a good  investment. 

The  garages  used  for  housing  the  vehieles  are  eapable  of  great 
improvement,  and  at  some  future  date  a seheme  for  the  better 
housing  of  lorries  and  the  provision  of  a workshop  will  have  to 
reeeive  eareful  eonsideration.
